Pending the discussion the committee 
adjourned for dinner. 

While they were out, Bullock and 
Blodgett got hold of the negro members 
and secured a majority in their views, and 
on the re-assembling of the committee, a 
majority of them sustained the minority 
report.

1709, and afterwards traveled in foreign 
countries. Though a poet by nature, he 
devoted a large portion of his leisure time 
to the study of mathematics and mechan- 
ics. It wasthrough his proficiency in these 
sciences that he came to be _intro- 
duced to the special notice of 
Charles XII., by whom, in 1716, he was 
appointed assessor of theroyal mines. He 
availed himself of his mechanical skill in 
the siege of Friederickshald, where he, by 
means of machines of his own invention, 
contrived to transport several large vessels, 
over hills and valleys, a distance of about 
fourteen miles. About this time he pub- 
lished several small works, among which 
was a treatise on the earth and the planets. 
[In 1721, he published in Latin, at Amster- 
dam, six smal] philosophical treatises, one 
of which was entitled “ A Practical Meth- 
od of Finding the Longitude of Places on 
Land and at Sea by Lunar Observations.” 
In 1772, he published some scientific works, 
principally relating to minerals. In 1733, 
he published, at Dresden and Leipsic, his 
“Principia, or the First Principles of Nat- 
ural Things. being New Attempts toward 
a Philosophical Explanation of the Ele- 
mentary World’ In 1740, at Awmeterdam. 
he published “ The Philosophy of the Ani- 
‘aad King om ;” and in 1744-45 “ The Ani- 
mal Kingdom,” and “The Worship and 
Love of God.” 

These various works established Sweden- 
borg’s reputation as a profound thinker. 
In 1724 he was invited to accept the pro- 
fessorship of Pure Mathematics in the 
University of Upsal, but declined the office. 
His portrait hangs in the hall of the Royal 
Academy of Sciences at Stockholm, of 
which he was once President, near that of 
Linnzeus, one of the founders of the insti- 
tution. It is asserted that a number ofim- 
portant discoveries which have made other 
names illustrious, were anticipated in Swe- 
denborg’s works. - , 

In oa life Swedenborg was the sub- 
ject of deep religioys impressions, and 
his writings are all characterized by a 
devotional spirit.- He often read and 
meditated on the Word of God. Evy- 
erything, however trivial, he submitted to 
the will of Divine Providence. In his fif- 
ty-seventh year, when, as he assures us, he 
“ was called toa new and holy office by the 
Lord himself, who manifested himself to 
him in person, and opened his sight to a 
view of the spiritual world, and granted 
him the privilege of aes with spir- 
its and angels,” he resigned his office as 


) assessor, one-half of his salary being con- 


tinued to him in his retirement. After 
four years of preparation, during. which 
Swedenborg sincerely believed that he was 
acting under the Divine guidance, he pub- 
lished his “Heavenly Arcana.” Like his} 
former works, this was in Latin. The entire 
work, in eight volumes, was published in
